Steamboat Disasters. 
By the arrival of the Hannibal yesterday, 
that on Wednesday night, the 
splendid. etuamer.Dunkisk, had run upon a 
log in Rash Bend, and sunk in deep water. 
This vessel had only left here a few hours 
previous, and the rumor of her sinking caus- 
eda general consternation. Later advices 
informed us that she was broken in two 
and would prove a total-wreck. Capt. Mc- 
| Clean and several of her passengers, came 
‘upon the Hannibal. 
As we have before stated, the Dunkirk 
left here on Wednesday, with a New Or- 
leans trip. We subjoin a list of her cargo ; 
668 sacks Corn, 2.300 sacks oats and bran, 
1.200 bbls of apples, 100 boxes soap, 100 bbls 
beef. 1200 barrels flour, 65 tierces of hams, 
100 bbis whisky, 110 keys shot, 100 coils of 
rope and 65 head of cuttle. The Dunkirk 
was built in Cincinnati, last October. and 
cost $35,000. Capt. McClean whe owned 
one-half, states that risks had been taken to 
Cincinnati to the amount of $22,000. We 
learned last night that Capt. McClean had 
ees a boat to goto the relief of the 
unkirk.

with them. Yesterday evening the respect- 
able house of Runyan, Hillman & Co., re-.

The C. was a medium sized boat, 
and was built at Wheeling in the Fall of 
1848, about 18 month ago She was bought 
for the Cumberland Kiver trade, and last 
season made reyular trips to this City.
